1. GENERAL INTENTION: It is the declared and acknowledged intention and
meaning to provide and secure structural, mechanical, and electrical
renovations to three buildings, camplete and ready for use.

2. GENERAL DESCRIPTION: The work includes asbestos removal, plumbing,
HVAC, electrical service, lights, power, ceilmgs, floors, doors, windows,
and painting, of three infirmary buildings built in 1941 through 1943, and
incidental related work.

3. . The work shall be located at the Marine Corps Base, Camp Lejeune, North
Carolina, approximately as shown. The exact location will be indicated by
the Contracting Officer. "Officer in Charge of Construction (OICC)", and
"Contracting Officer”, are used interchangeably in this spe-ification and
have the same meaning.

ADDITIONAL GENERAL PARAGRAFHS

1 COMMENCEMENT, PROSECUTION, AND COMPLETION OF WORK (APR 1984): The
Contractor shall be required to (a) commence work under this contract
within 10 calendar days after the date the Contractor receives the award,
(b) prosecute the work diligently, amd (c) camplete the entire work ready
for use within 360 calendar days. Exterior painting will not be permitted
from 15 December to 15 March. Periods of time when work is prohibited by
this document will not be included in calculating the campletion date.

2 LIQUIDATED DAMAGES-—CONSTRUCTION (APR 1984): (a) If the Contractor fails
to complete the work within the time specified in the contract, or any
extension, the Contractor shall pay to the Govermment as liquidated damages
the sum of $100.00 for each day of delay. (FAR 52.212-5)

(b) If the Govermment terminates the Contractor's right to proceed, the
resulting damage will consist of liquidated damages until such reascnable
time as may be required for final campletion of the work, together with any
increased costs occasioned the Goverrmment in completing the work.

(c) If the Govermment does not terminate the Contractor's right to
proceed, the resulting damage will consist of liquidated damages until the
work is completed or accepted.

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3.1 Drawing Verification and Control: The Contractor shall check all

7.2 Energy and Utilities Conservation: The Contractor shall careful ly
conserve utilities furnished without charge. The Contractor, at his own
expense and in a manner satisfactory to the Contracting Officer, shall
install and maintain all necessary temporary connections and distribution
linesarﬂramvethesanepriortofimlaccepbmneofmecmstmctim.
